Hollywood’s geatest scene-stealers are children, declares Dorothy 
McGuire, who is quick to defend them. 


“Kids are scene stealers simply because they’re kids,” she observes. 
“People just naturally watch children. All a child has to do to attract 
attention is be there.” 

Miss McGuire speaks with author- 
ity since she is sharing scenes in 
Walt Disney’s “Old Yeller” with 
two youngsters.

Chuck Connors, one of televisions best-known and most admired 
players, portrays a bachelor rancher named Burn Sanderson in Walt 
Disney’s frontier motion picture drama, “Old Yeller,’” the story of a re- 
soure2ful boy and a fearless mongrel dog who help protect a frontier 
homestead in Texas of the 1860’s. 

Sanderson is a neighbor who, having lost Old Yeller to the Travis 
family, comes over to claim her. But the wandering dog has proved so 
valuable as a protector to his new and unsuspecting owners that Sanderson 
finally relents and lets the dog stay. 

Connors’ athletic background has all but faded from view in the years 
of his enormous success as an actor, first. on television’s “The Rifleman,” 
later on the dramatic hour-and-a-haif “Arrest and Trial,” and currently 
on the much-talked-of “Branded.” 

But he won his way into the Hollywood community and a highly suc- 
cessful acting career as a tall, likeable, capering first baseman for the old 
Los Angeles Angeis in the days 
before the Dodgers moved into the 
Angeleno scene. His crowd-pleasing 
antics with the ball team made him 
a celebrity and he walked off with 
more headlines than many of Holly- 
wood’s stars of the day. He became 
friendly with important actors, di- 
rectors and producers, and in the 
off-seasons accepted roles in motion 
pictures and television shows. 

As a youngster, Connors was 
always the athletic standout of his 
Brooklyn, N. Y. neighborhood. He 
excelled in every sport. Word of 
his accomplishments spread and 
when it came time for him to select 
a college he had a choice of more 
than 27 athletic scholarships. 


He chose Seton Hall, a small 
school in New Jersey with a repu- 
tation for turning out basketball 
powerhouses. There he not only 
starred in basketball and baseball, 
but became something of a dra- 
matic hero as well when he won an 
elocution contest. 


His college career came to an 
abrupt halt when his prowess on the 
diamond brought him a contract 
with the then Brooklyn Dedgers. He 
played with Montreal, part of the 
Dodger minor league system, until 
the Army called him up. Following 
his honorable discharge he resumed 
baseball, playing first with the 
Dodger chain, then with the Chicago 
Cubs, which farmed him out to the 
Angels and set him up for a career 
that has made him a television star

THE STORY 


(Not for Publication) 


Old Yeller is a big, battle-scarred, 
stray mongrel dog who appears at 
the Coates homestead in frontier 
Texas during the 1860’s as Jim 
Coates (FESS PARKER) is leay- 
ing on a cattle drive to Kansas. 


Jim entrusts his wife, Katie 
(DOROTHY McGUIRE) and their 
six-year-old son, Arliss (KEVIN 
CORCORAN), to the protection of 
their teen-age son, Travis (TOMMY 
KIRK). Travis has assumed his re- 
sponsibilities as man of the family 
in his father’s absence and is hoe- 
ing a corn patch when Old Yeller 
comes into their lives for the first 
time, and is chased off the farm. 


But the old yellow dog turns up 
next day, only to win further dis- 
favor as a thief and coward. Arliss, 
however, cannot resist Old Yeller’s 
raffish appeal. He persuades his 
mother to give the dog a chance, a 
move Travis opposes. 


Old Yeller stays popular with 
Arliss and unpopular with Travis 
until one day little Arliss catches 
hold of a bear cub at the family 
water hole. The enraged mother 
bear is about to attack Arliss when 
Old Yeller distracts her, permitting 
the youngster’s rescue by Travis 
and his mother. Having thus proved 
his loyalty and bravery, Old Yeller 
becomes a welcome member of the 
family. 


The Coates household is soon dis- 
rupted by the arrival of a no- 
account neighbor, Bud Searcy 
(JEFF YORK) and his daughter, 
Lisbeth (BEVERLY WASH- 
BURN). Lisbeth tells Travis that 
a big yellow dog, much like Old 
Yeller, has been stealing food from 
neighboring farmhouses and has a 
bounty up for his hide. But Old 
Yeller grows indispensable to the 
Coates family. He keeps their corn 
patch free of marauding raccoons, 
and helps Travis find a lost cow 
and her newborn calf. 


One afternoon a cattle rancher 
named Burn Sanderson (CHUCK 
CONNORS) comes to claim Old 
Yeller as his dog. Taken in by 
Arliss’ boyish appeal, Sanderson 
proposes a trade—Old Yeller for 
Arliss’ horned toad. Before leaving, 
Sanderson tells Travis that a plague 
of hydrophobia is spreading across 
the frontier. 


The next day Travis and Old 
Yeller set out to round up the fam- 
ily’s covey of porkers. The lad is 
roping small pigs from a _ tree 
branch, when he falls among the 
vicious, half-wild animals. Old Yel- 
ler leaps to his aid and Travis es- 
capes with a painful leg wound, but 
the dog is left severely hurt by the 
hogs’ sharp tusks. Old Yeller is tak- 
en home in a dying condition. He 
lies at Travis’ side while Katie and 
Bud Searcy apply poultices to the 
boy’s leg. Lisbeth has brought a 
puppy, which Arliss quickly adopts. 


In time, both Travis and Old Yel- 
ler recover. Then one day the milk 
cow shows unmistakable symptoms 
of hydrophobia and Travis is ob- 
liged to shoot her. 


Old Yeller, courageous as ever, 
once again comes to the aid of the 
frontier family when he fights off a 
wolf who threatens Katie and Lis- 
beth. He is badly bitten, but it is not 
his wounds that worry Katie. Her 
worst fears come true some days 
later when Old Yeller becomes 
rabid.

Every success story has a begnning, and for Dorothy McGuire that was 
the day she reported to the John Golden office where Rose Franken and 
Golden, after interviewing 209 applicants for the title role in “Claudia,” 
were discussing dropping the play because of their inability to cast the part. 

As Miss Franken herself remembers, “a young actress walked into the 
office and said, with urgency and particular interest, ‘I’ve just come back 
from Chicago, where I was understudy for Julie Haydon in “The Time 
of Your Life.”” Someone told me you were casting a play. My name is 
Dorothy McGuire.’ An hour later,” continues Miss Franken, “I brought 
her to John Golden and said, ‘Here’s Claudia’.” 

“Claudia was a smash hit on 
Broadway and a great personal hit 
for Dorothy. She starred in the 
play for two years, then 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox signed her to play the role 
on film. From it she emerged a 
screen star, gaining further promi- 
nence in such memorable movies as 
“Gentleman’s Agreement,” “A Tree 
Grows in Brooklyn,” ‘“Enhanted

In “Old Yeller,” written by Fred Gipson, Texas-born author famed 
for his novels of the area and the times of his forbears, there is a strong 
mixture of trouble-borne action and all the deep and sometimes terrible 
emotions that the frontier wrested from men.

Come another Flood, a few phone calls to Hollywood would 
fill the ark pronto. Almost every creature imaginable, including 
pink elephants and talking mules, is available there—mostly 
for film makers requiring animal actors. 

The one who recently put the biggest dent in this aggrega- 
tion of trained domestic and wild life is Walt Disney. For “Old 
Yeller,” his story of a boy and dog in frontier Texas, Disney’s 
cast sheet included two bears, three deer, two frogs, a horned

Get Star Treatment 


No stars on the set of Walt Dis- 
ney’s “Old Yeller” were more pam- 
pered than the animals he assem- 
bled for his frontier Technicolor 
drama. 


Dogs, bears, wolves, cows— do- 
mestiec and wild life of every kind 
—enjoyed the kingliest attention. 
So they should have, for they are 
important actors in a cast headed 
by Dorothy McGuire, Fess Parker, 
Jeff York, Kevin Corcoran, Beverly 
Washburn and Chuck Connors. 

“Spike, the 115-pound dog who 
plays Old Yeller, had his own sta- 
tion wagon — chauffeur driven, of 
course,” says director Robert Stev- 
enson. “He had a makeup man, hair- 
dresser and standin. He also went 
on a reducing diet. Gained five 
pounds after getting the part.” 

All the animals fared equally 
well. A corps of handlers, trainers, 
veterinarians and humane associa- 
tion observers were present to care 
for the creatures featured in Dis- 
ney’s story of a boy and a dog who 
help protect a pioneer homestead 
in Texas nearly a hundred years 
ago. 

“The picture is full of animal 
action,” says Stevenson. “ ‘Old Yel- 
ler’ ” fights an angry mother bear 
and battles a savage loafer wolf. He 
takes on a mob of vicious, half-wild 
hogs. He meets the same dangers 
that confronted frontiersmen.”

cows, horses, a squirrel, hog's, buz- 
zards and a mule. Getting this gang 
together was easy. It was a horse 
of another color to direct them, 

Disney filmed the outdoor action 
for “Old Yeller’” about 70 miles 
from his studio in open ground re- 
sembling Texas hill country. An 
early scene depicts a startled squir- 
rel running across a log at the mo- 
ment two frogs jump into a pond. 

Easy? Not by a long shot, which 
is what the scene turned out to be. 

First Disney’s movie crew hid in- 
side a couple of big hollow boulders 
specially constructed as camera 
blinds. Then trainers placed the 
squirrel and frogs in position. 

With nothing visible to distract 
the little players, the concealed 
cameras began to grind. A rifle was 
fired into the air to start the action. 
No dice. The three actors simply 
sat there, bumps on a log. 

Instead of emoting, they wanted 
to hibernate. For those fellows, the 
season and setting were just right 
for sleeping. Nothing, it seemed, 
would make them move. They ig- 
nored shouts, spectators and offers 
of food. 

It was the sight of their cages 
that did the trick. The cages, con- 
taining other dozing squirrels and 
frogs, were placed just outside cam- 
era range. As if on cue, the trio 
made a simultaneous beeline for 
their boxes and the scene was ac- 
complished. Production time: four 
hours. Running time: five seconds.

Old Yeller’s Kevin Corcoran One of Most 
Experienced Juvenile Stars In Hollywood 


Freckle-faced Kevin Corcoran, is probably one of the best 
known and most experienced juvenile actors in Hollywood. 
One of a family of eight movie youngsters, he has been called 
Hollywood’s most appealing child star. This opinion is sup- 
ported by his magnetic performance in “Old Yeller,’’ Walt 
Disney’s Technicolor production about two boys and a dog who 
share adventures in frontier Texas. 

There is only one way to describe Kevin. He is “all boy.” When at 
the age of six he joined Walt Disney, the pug-nosed moppet was so un- 
professional and genuine that Walt Dubbed him “the typical American 
kid.” This phrase, with the addition of the word “mischievous,” still 
fits him. 

Kevin was born to Mr. and Mrs. William H. Corcoran on June 10th 
in Santa Monica, California. He was the fifth of their eight children. 
The clan, all of whom are or have been in show business includes four 
brothers—William, Hugh, Brian and Kelly, and three sisters—Donna, 
Noreen, and Kerry. 

Kevin began his career at the age of two when he played what he 
calls “little kids” in motion pictures. Before he was four, he had appeared 
in “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,” as James Stewart’s son in “The Glenn 
Miller Story’ and several television shows. He first gained national 
recognition when he played “straight man” to Jimmy Durante on a 
1955 Christmas TV program. Kevin stole the show with his serio-comic 
ad libs. 

Kevin’s greatest ambition always had been to work for Walt Disney. 
From the beginning he was an ardent fan of the famous Mouseketeers 
on Walt Disney’s Mickey Mouse Club television series. Early in 1956 
he auditioned for a part in one of its segments, and Disney chose him 
to enact “Moochie” in “Adventure in Dairyland.” 

Walt was so impressed with Kevin’s performance that he had his 
writers create a special role for the youngster in another Mickey Mouse 
Club production, ‘The Further Adventures of Spin and Marty.” 

Once again Kevin scored a solid hit, so Walt entrusted him with the de- 
manding role of little Arliss Coates, 
youngest member of a_ pioneer 
farming family, in “Old Yeller.” His 
screen parents in this picturization 
of Fred Gipson’s best selling novel 
are Dorothy McGuire and Fess 
Parker. Kevin’s other Disney pic- 
tures include “Toby Tyler,” “Babes 
in Toyland,” “Swiss Family Robin- 
son,” “Pollyanna,” “Savage Sam,” 
and “A Tiger Walks.”

Fess Parker Is Frontier Father 
In Walt Disney's ‘Old Yeller 


For a fellow who did not set 
out to be an actor, Fess Parker 
is doing all right. In ‘“‘Old Yel- 
ler,” Walt Disney’s Techni- 
color drama of frontier life in 
Texas, Parker co-stars with 
Dorothy McGuire. 


Fess’s story begins in Fort 
Worth, Texas, where he was 
born on August 16th, the only 
child of Fess and Mackee 
Parker. Fess grew up in San 
Angelo, although he calls four 
or five towns in west Texas 
home. As a schoolboy Fess 
attended Steven F. Austin 
Grammar School and San An- 
gelo High School. He holds a 
Bachelor of Arts degree from 
the University of Texas, and 
has attended graduate school 
at the University of Southern 
California. He is working on a 
Master’s degree in drama. 


Fess decided on an acting career 
after meeting Adolphe Menjou at 
the University of Texas, where the 
veteran star was visiting, Menjou 
mentioned that if Fess should ever 
go to Hollywood, he would be glad 
to help him toward a dramatic ca- 
reer. Parker eventually did arrive 
in Hollywood and Menjou kept his 
word. He put the tall, handsome 
Texan in touch with several actors’ 
agents. While they were working in 
his behalf, Fess enrolled in the 
School of Theatre at U.S.C. “At the 
end of the spring semester I heard 
they were looking for local actors 
to tour the west coast with the 
Chicago company of ‘Mister Rob- 
erts.’ So I applied for the job and 
got it.” he says. 


The play closed after ten weeks 
but Fess soon received an offer of 
a movie role in “Untamed Frontier.” 
In rapid succession he appeared in 
eight pictures: “No Room for the 
Groom,” “Springfield Rifle,” “Thun- 
der Over the Plains,” “Island in the 
Sky,” “The Kid from Left Field,” 
“Take Me to Town,” “Them!” and 
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“Battle Cry.” He also acted in vari- 
ous. television shows, including 
“Dragnet,” “Outlaws of the Cen- 
tury,” “Death Valley Days,” “My 
Little Margie” and “City Detec- 
tive.” 


Walt Disney meanwhile, seeking 
an actor to portray Davy Crockett, 
spotted Fess in “Them!” He sent 
for Parker, and an interview at the 
studio convinced Walt. Fess was a 
dead ringer for the fabulous Ten- 
nessee frontiersman. 


With the overnight success of 
“Davy Crockett, King of the Wild 
Frontier,’ Parker’s career was as- 
sured. Disney starred him in a 
second production based on legend- 
ary adventures of the bear-killing 
patriot titled “Davy Crockett and 
the River Pirates.” Then Parker put 
aside his coonskin cap to play 
James J. Andrews, a Northern spy, 
in “The Great Locomotive Chase.” 
This was followed by the role of 
John Grayson, prairie doctor and 
wilderness scout, in “Westward Ho 
the Wagons!”

Novelist Who Wrote 
‘Old Yeller’ Also Does 
Walt Disney Script 


The mantle of success worn 
by popular authers often be- 
comes a hair shirt when one of 
their works in purchased for 
filming. It is a rare writer in- 
deed who doesn’t itch and 
fidget while his story under- 
goes the necessary remolding 
into screenplay form. 


Fred Gipson is among the 
few to be spared this anguish. 
When his best selling novel, 
“Old Yeller,’ was bought by 
Walt Disney for picturization, 
Gipson himself was invited to 
write the script. “I called in 
my friend, Bill Tunberg, to 
help me for a couple of rea- 
sons.” he begins. “‘One, that 
I’d had too little experience in 
the technical side of writing. 
Two, that I had just left a 
hospital and was too weak and 
jittery to tackle any piece of 
work that I didn’t feel perfect- 
ly confident of handling.” 


With Tunberg collaborating, 
Gipson turned in a vivid adap- 
tation of his reusing frontier 
yarn about a big yellow dog 
who helps protect a pioneer 
farming family in west Texas. 
The Technicolor feature pro- 
duction was filmed with Dor- 
othy McGuire, Fess Parker, 
and a very young Kevin Cor- 
coran as members of the fami- 
ly, and Spike, a 115 peund dog 
of mixed ancestry, in the title 
role. 


Gipson previously had co- 
adapted one of his short 
stories, “Brush Roper,” with 
Tunberg for a television pro- 
gram when Disney offered him 
the screen-writing assignment 
on “Old Yeller.” 


“To some extent it was like writ- 
ing the book all over again,” Gip- 
son, a lean and outdoors-looking 
man, says. “In many places I felt 
that our movie script improved 
upon it.” 


A native Texan, Gipson has lis- 
tened to many a settler’s tale around 
Mason County, where he has lived 
most of his 49 years. For “Old 
Yeller,” as with all his fiction, he 
drew deeply from fact. 


Gipson has been a_ top-selling 
writer since 1949 when “Fabulous 
Empire,” his first book, was pub- 
lished. Three years later he hit the 
jackpot with “Hound-Dog Man,” a 
Book-of-the-Month Club selection 
that excited both critics and public. 
He has since written two award- 
winning novels, “Recollection 
Creek” and “The Trail-Driving 
Rooster.” 


Success at creative writing 
reached Gipson slowly. He had de- 
serted a newspaper career to try 
his pen at free-lancing. He went a 
whole winter without selling a 
story, and his first year’s inome 
from writing totaled $150. From 
this standing start, however, Gipson 
moved ahead to a place where his 
articles and stories were welcomed 
by leading national magazines.

TEACHER SCREENINGS 

“Old Yeller’’ is its own best publicist. Hold a spe- 
cial screening for teachers and other key people 
in education and watch the word of mouth travel. 
Make your screening a real special event. Have one, 
of the educators address his colleagues on the edu- 
cational aspects of the motion picture. Suggest 
the Coloring Contest (P. 19) and the various ‘‘Old 
Yeller’’ books (P. 22) for classroom use. Distribute 
literature and display material right at the screen- 
ing so that the teachers can bring the excitement 
of ‘‘Old Yeller’’ right back to school with them. 


16 MM MAGIC 


There are three 16 mm film clips available, free, 
for use in your promotional campaign (see P. 2). 
Although these clips are intended primarily for 
television, they make a wonderful in-school acces- 
sory. The three clips run a total of nearly 11 min- 
utes, and could be shown in classrooms or at as- 
semblies. The film presentation could be followed 
by discussions on selected themes: American his- 
tory, animal behavior, etc. 


IN-SCHOOL DISPLAY 


Make sure that ‘‘Old Yeller’’ is well represented on 
school bulletin boards. Use window cards and the 
unusually large selection of 11x14 lobby cards (10 
to a set; see back cover). Your Exchange Set of 
8x10 black-and-white stills can also give you lots 
of display mileage. 


TELEVISION IMPACT 


The television audience can become your theatre 
audience if you use the 16 mm entertainment film 
clips which Buena Vista supplies free. There are 3 
of these clips in the ‘‘Old Yeller’’ campaign. A 
complete description and suggested uses are on 
P. 2 of this pressbook. The importance of these 
clips cannot be overemphasized. 


DISPLAY NOTE 

The “Old Yeller’’ 40x60 display available through 
National Screen Service is in Deluxe Full Color. 
Now your key in-theatre display radiates with a 
look of quality, in keeping with the high entertain- 
ment level of the motion picture. Set up your. 
40x60 display to the best advantage, with light- 
ing, framing and location all selected with a show- 
man’s touch. (See the back cover of this pressbook 
for an illustration of the 40x60 display.) 


8 x 10 = PLUS VALUES 
Your Exchange Sets (A and B) of 8x10 black-and- 
white stills enables you to put many extras into 
your campaign—special publicity planting, un- 
usual lobby displays, etc. Don’t forget to order 
these stills along with your other poster material, 
from National Screen Service. 


SELF. SELL 

When a youngster is busy filling in a coloring con- 
test, he is conjuring up exciting scenes in his mind, 
the kind that will make him want to see the motion 
picture. The ‘‘Old Yeller’’ coloring contest (P. 19) 
is just the kind that will set kids’ imaginations 
afire. Be sure to give it maximum use. You can 
also use it as the basis for an essay contest among 
older grade school students. 
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CALLING ALL MUTTS 


MUTT CONTEST—This can be an effective method 
of calling attention to the ‘‘boy-dog’’ elements of 
this warm and wonderful Disney picture. Tie-in 
with your local newspaper, radio or television sta- 
tion. Have a contest on the Saturday before ‘‘Old 
Yeller’’ opens at your theatre for boys and their 
dogs. Promote local prizes that would go to the 
owners of the ugliest mutt, the littlest mutt, the 
biggest mutt, the yellowest mutt, etc. Contest can 
be staged in a park near your theatre, parking lot, 
in front of theatre or wherever there is room and 
proper facilities for handling. Entrants would be 
required to have all dogs on leashes. Number of 
entrants will be increased by having lots of differ- 
ent categories and, hence, lots of winners. 


DOGGONE FUNNY 


FUNNIEST DOG STORY—“‘Old Yeller’’ is not only 
a heart-warming human drama but also a very 
funny one, particularly in the episode where Tommy 
Kirk tries to trap the dog into stealing the family 
meat supply. Tie-in with your newspaper to con- 
duct a contest for the funniest ‘‘me and my dog” 
story. Winners would receive passes to the theatre 
to see ‘‘Old Yeller’’. 


FOUR-FOOTED HEROES 


MOST EXCITING TRUE DOG STORY—Newspapers 
occasionally carry stories where a heroic dog saves 
a family from fire, drowning, etc. This could be the 
basis for a newspaper-sponsored contest, tied in 
with the sequence from the film in which ‘Old 
Yeller’’ saves Tommy Kirk from the wild hogs. The 
winning family would be invited to be your guests 
at the theatre when Walt Disney's ‘‘Old Yeller’’ 
comes to your screen. 


DOWN MEMORY LANE 


LONGEST LIST OF MOVIE TITLES in which dog 
plays an important role—tThis is a contest that you 
could carry out through an afternoon television 
program which shows old movies. Your appeal 
would be primarily to mothers and housewives in- 
stead of children. List would include the relatively 
new features like ‘‘The Shaggy Dog’’ and ‘‘Nikki’’ 
—but would also include pictures going back to 
“Rin Tin Tin’’ and ‘‘Call of the Wild.’’ Offer pairs 
of passes for winners.

FOR SHUTTERBUGS 


PHOTO CONTEST—Tie in with a local photog- 
rapher to set up a Best Dog Snapshot contest. An 
axiom of the newspaper business is that readers 
like pictures of animals and children. Perhaps you 
could bring your newspaper into the contest with 
the paper carrying the best three photographs sub- 
mitted. The photographer might devote a window 
to displaying all the snapshots submitted for com- 
petition, with appropriate picture and theatre 
credits. Or you might want to make up a display 
board in your lobby prior to the opening of ‘‘Old 
Yeller.’’ 


ONE FOR THE BOOKS 


Use copies of the book as contest prizes (see 
P22: 


Tie-in with bookstores. Set up cross-plug displays 
in bookstore windows. Suggest a special window 
display devoted to books that have been made 
into movies. 

Cooperate with a bookstore chain in making up 
special bookmarks to be inserted in every book 
sold during a given period just before your en- 
gagement. Each bookmark will announce your en- 
gagement and call attention to the novel. 


Announce your engagement to all literary societies, 
educational groups and book clubs. Suggest that 
local grade schools and high schools use the novel 
as the basis of book reports. 


LOOK-ALIKE CONTEST 


Start a search for a dog that looks like Yeller. Con- 
testants can send in pictures of their entries. 
Offer prizes to the winning dog (year’s supply of 
dog food, picture of Yeller, etc.). 


GOING ON RECORD 


Present copies of the special recording (P. 23) to 
your local disc jockey’s and M.C.’s of children’s 
radio programs. Point out that the album has ap- 
peal to folk music fans, lovers of ballad music, 
Disney fans and all youngsters. 


Give the ‘‘Old Yeller’’ records as contest prizes. 
Set up cross-plug displays with local record out- 
lets. Make up window presentations combining the 
album with ‘Old Yeller’’ window cards and other 
accessories. 


A LIBRARY FAVORITE 


Suggest a display using ‘‘Old Yeller’’ and other 
books that have been made into Walt Disney motion 
pictures. Include all books by Fred Gipson. 


Talk to your local librarian about setting up a ‘‘Old 
Yeller’’ corner in the children’s section of the 
library. Include copies of the complete novel, the 
Golden Books based on the Disney movie and a 
special listening area for the ‘‘Old Yeller’’ story- 
teller album (see P. 23). 


Most libraries have a children’s story hour, during 
which the librarian reads to the children. Suggest 
the use of ‘‘Old Yeller’’ for the hour. 


PET STORE POWERHOUSE 


“‘Old Yeller’’ is a pet owners hero. Use him to call 
attention to a special pet supply promotion in pet 
stores, grocery stores or department stores. The 
Co-Op ad mat would be especially appropriate for 
this promotion (see P. 18). 


DOG OWNERS PREMIERE 


Hold a special ‘‘premiere’’ for dog owners. On a 
given date allow special consideration for all pat- 
rons showing proof of dog ownership. This can be 
photo of master and dog (good tie-in with camera 
and film stores) or a can of dog food supplied by 
a local supermarket chain (specially marked with 
offer) in return for credits in advertising, publicity 
and displays. 


MEDICAL LESSON 


“‘Old Yeller’’ teaches a valuable lesson about the 
effects of rabies on animals. Contact the local hu- 
mane society and all groups interested in the wel- 
fare of animals, urge these groups to recommend 
the picture. Point out that the dramatic portrayal 
in the picture tells the story of rabies more effec- 
tively than a dozen printed pamphlets. 


FRONTIER DAY SALE 


A perfect tie-in with all the local merchants. An 
“Old Yeller’’ Frontier Day Sale with ‘Bargains 
Grandma Used to Enjoy.’’ Distribute Ushers 
Badges printed with the name of your theatre to 
stores participating in the Sale, to be worn by 
sales personnel. Theatrical posters can be adapted 
for store windows.
